CAIRO, March 8 (AP)—Egyp- 
tian officials répeated today 
that Israeli ships are barred 
from using the Suez canal. 


The Egyptian government's 
position is that it still is tech- 
nically at war with Israel, even 
though it signed an armistice in 
1949.

30 Casualties Reported

ATHENS, March 8 (AP)— 
Sharp earthquakes struck cen- 
tral Greece today.

Government candidates failed 
to win election to local posts in 
187 of the Soviet Union's many 
thousand districts. Even that 
small number is unusually large 
in the Soviet Union. 

Returns published today for 
last Sunday’s voting showed | 
that elections were invalidated 
in the Russian Federated So-| 
cialist Republic, with a third 
of the country’s area and more | 
than half its population, and in 
the Ukraine and White Russia. 

Elections, are declared “not 
held” if fewer than 50 per cent 
of the eligibles ballot for the 
single government ticket. The 
vast majority of the districts, 
however, reported turnouts of | 
more than 99.9 per cent, and 
the candidates won more than 
99 per cent of the votes. 

In the Russian republic all 
candidates in 134 of the 32,000 | 
elector districts failed to win 
an absolute majority. Elections | 
were declared invalid for other 
reasons in 29 districts.

OPPOSES EXPANDING 
BANK MERGER CURBS 


rency opposes a bill to extend 
the anti-trust laws over more 
kinds of bank merger. His tes- 
timony yesterday touched off a 
debate as to where President 
Eisenhower's Administration 
stands. 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell told the House Anti- 
Trust subcommittee Wednesday 
the President, dealing in his 
economic report with this and a 
proposal to require advance no- 
tice of al large mergers, urged 
“enactment of both proposals.” 

But Comptroller Ray M. Gid- 
ney said that while he favored 
the principle of the Govern- 
ment regulating bank mergers 
brought about by purchase of 
assets, he did not think this 
should be accomplished by ex- 
tending the anti-trust laws. 
Those laws already cover bank 
mergers by stock purchases, but 
such mergers now are rare. 

Gidney said he and the Treas- 
ury Department generally op- 
pose the legislation the House 
subcommittee is considering . 
and favor the bill approved by 
a Senate committee, which 
would leave to the existing bank 
regulatory agencies—the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, Federal 
Reserve Board and Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation— 
the determination of whether a 
merger should be halted on 
monopoly grounds. 

The anti-trust laws are en- 
forced by the Justice Depart- 
ment. 

Gidney indicated he believed 
Mr. Eisenhower was indarsing 
the principle of control over 
mergers, and not any particu- 
lar approach. He said he was 
concerned about the Justice De- 
partment’s “lack of competency 
in the banking field.” He added 
that he might not object to a 
requirement that the appropri- 
ate banking agency consult the 
Attorney General about the 
anti-trust aspects of a proposed 
merger, provided the Justice 
Department was required to re- 
ply within a short time, like 10 
to 20 days.

Agenda for an Inquiry 

Now that the Missouri Legislature has set up 
a joint committee of Senate and House to look 
into nursing home fire safety, it is much to be 
hoped that the committee will settle down to 
some very hard work. 

Gov. Blair has a citizens’ committee looking 
into various aspects of the problem, ahd a sub- 
committee headed by Maj. Gen. Ralph E. Tru-. 
man has brought in ig report, urging a new 
fire safety code to be enforeed by the State 
Division of Health, and establishment of a state 
bureau of fire prevention with jurisdiction over 
all public buildings. These are important steps 
toward the immediate and urgent task of mini- 
mizing the chances of another Warrenton. But 
the long-range task of improving the whole 
structure of care for the aged remains to be 
tackled. 

The factual basis for reforming the nursing 
homes in the state is not known; to find it out 
should be the legislative committee’s most im- 
portant contribution. 

It should then be possible to tell how much 
money will be néeded to do the job, and from 
what soufces and—at an educated guess—in 
what amounts ft should be expected. 

This same set of facts should enable the en- 
forcement authorities to determine how much 
they can demand of nursing homes at once in 
the way of standards, and how fast and how far 
they can then proceed to require the further 
lifting of standards. 

The questions that are to be asked with re- 
gard to reconstructing the private nursing-home 
system along more acteptable lines are elemen- 
tary in their nature. How many patients are 
there who require hospitalization? How many are 
bedridden? How many require mainly custodial 
care? How many only room and board? 

Are the present nursing homes distributed 
throughout the state as needed, or are. there 
more severe deficiencies in some parts of Mis- 
souri than in others? Would it be better to have 
fewer and larger nursing homes, in the interest 
of economy and improved care? 

These are atnong the questions the answers to 
which we do not know but need to know before 
an informed start can be made. 

The joint committee may well bear in mind 
also, from the beginning of its work, the part 
of its responsibility which will consist of its 
printed report. Too often the reports of our 
legislative committees do not reflect fully the 
extent of the work that led up to them. 

Too often they do not present broad and spe- 
cific enough background of information te stim- 
ulate fellow-members of the Legislature to an 
affirmative vote and arouse public opinion to 
the support of a course of action. 

Those are, after all, the ultimate aims, and 
unless they are served it will make little differ- 
ence, in concrete practice, whether the inqniry 
was condtcted well or ill, or indeed whether it 
had been conducted at all. 

A full factual presentation of the plight of 
Missouri's neglected elder citizens will, we be- 
lieve, speak with all the force needed to pro- 
duce corrective action. 


There Were Three 


Last fall, in the midst of the presidential ¢am- 
paign, a reporter at a press conference called 
President Eisenhower's attention to a magazine 
article by Paul G. Hoffman, strong and early 
backer 6f the President. 

The article concerned in part the dubious sup- 


port that President Eisenhower received from 


some Republican Senators-—among them Sena- 
tors Jenner of Indiana, Malone of Nevada and 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. In answer to the re- 
porter’s question, President Eisenhower said 
that he could not count on much help for his 
program from these three Republicans. 

Last Tuesday night the Senate voted on the 
Middle East resolution, in support. of the Presi- 
dent’s request for am official warning notice 
against possible Communist aggression in that 
part of the world. Forty-two Republicans and 
30 Democrats voted in favor of the President’s 
request. Sixteen Democrats and three Repub- 
licans yoted against it, Yes, the Republicans 
were Jenner, Malone and McCarthy. 
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Now the Canal 


As Israel makes good its promise to pull out 
of Egypt, Secretary General Hammarskjold of 
the United Nations ig concentrating on reopen- 
ing the Suez canal. It is now Egypt's turn to re- 
spect the voice of world opinion. Unofficial re- 
ports that clearing of the channel wilh be re- 
sumed are welcome. Fot unless this is done at 
once, it will be the responsibility of the U.N. 
and its leading members—most particularly the 
United States—to bring as much pressure to 
bear in Cairo as they did in Jerusalem. 

The situation brings into the foreground what 
had been overshadowed by the controversy: 
about Israeli withdrawal—the fact that Egypt 
has been obstructing the work of canal clear- 
ance in recent weeks, The canal might have 
been open to some shipping by this time had not 
the Egyptians suddenly “diseovered” that two 
major blockships in the channel might contain 
explosives, and therefore could not be raised by 
the U.N. salvage force. 

This was, of course, a transparent method of 
stalling until Israel completed the troop with- 
drawal. The stalling was illegal, unethical, mis- 
chievous and irresponsible, for U.N. clearance 
of the canal had never been made contingent 
upon the evacuation of the Gaza strip gnd the 
Gulf of Aqaba, But President Nasser did.not 
mind going back on his agreement in this ‘ease. 
any more than he minded breaking other 
promises, 

Israel's troop withdrawal leaves no excuse 
for overlooking Nasser’s foot-dragging any long- 
er. It is now up to him to speed canal clearance 
and come to terms on a temporafy regime for 
operating the canal. 
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Rank Injustice at the Airport 

As we pointed out the day it opened, the air- 
port terminal has one humiliating defect. It in- 
cludes an elegant circular bar, but you cannot 
buy a drink there. A bottle of 3.2 beer, yes. 
Anything else, no. 

The air gateway to St. Louis got into this fix 
because Missouri law sa¥s liquor cannot be sold 
by the drink in unincorporated areas, and the 
terminal legally is in an unincorporated aréa. 
In every other respect, the terminal is as much 
a part of St. Louis as any piece of land within 


the city limits, and by all rights and proprieties.. 


should observe the same laws, habits and cus- 
toms. The passage of a simple bill by the Leg- © 
islature is all that is needed to make it so. 
Senator Hilsman has introduced the bill at 
Jefferson City, and St. Louis officials are back- 
ing it, but it seems to be getting snarled up 
with extraneous issues. Some county Senators 
want to transform it into a measure permitting 
sale of liquor by the drink in all unincorporated 
areas of the county, But that is one question, 
and the matter of Vuying a drink at the airport 
bar is another. ee

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wisdom to do about St. Louls county as a whole, 
it surely will do its manifest duty a that 
little piece of St. Louis that adjoins the runways 
on Natural Bridge road; St. Louis just cannot 
go on being known to the air traffic of the world

Uninspired and Uninspiring 

The Fairless committee of presidential ad- 
visers on the mutual security program has 
missed a great opportunity. The committee 
might have brought in dn inspiring report that 
would spur Congress to improve and develop 
foreign aid. Instead, its report to the President 
says in effect that foreign aid is a necessary 
evil which might as well be continued about 
as it is. 

Continuing the program about as it is means 
spending $9 in military assistance for every $1 
spent in economic development and technical 
assistance. It means 
amount in that particular area where one citi- 
zen committee after another has been urging 
the nation to concentrate attention—in aid to 
the underdeveloped countries of Asia and Africa, 

There in the underdeveloped lands lies the 
crucial struggle of the future between Com- 
munism and freedom. There the M.1.T. studies, 
the Princeton studies, the Council of Foreign 
Relations and Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment studies, all agree our attention should 
be centered. There Paul G. Hoffman, former 
head of the Marshall Plan, says a “massive new 
effort” is néeded. There Senator Case of New 
Jersey says econortic development is “vital to 
our national security.” 

Yet the Fairless committee not only fails to 
catch the vision of such a program. It lays down 
conditions for foreign aid that would make such 
_& program impossible, urging a predominance 
of loans over grants and suggesting that na 
tions. outside our system of military alliances 
be given lowest priority in any aid at all. 

Some of the most important underdeveloped 
countries, and those most in danger of: Commu- 
nist penetration, are precisely those which have 
tried to steer clear of military alliance with 
either East or West. 

As Senator Case pointed out in a recent ad- 
dress, the 1957 foreign aid program allots only 
$119,000,000 out of a $3,800,000,000 total for 
technical assistance and economic deyelopment 
in countries outside our security system. But 
these - countries have 900,000,000 -people as 
_against the 170,000,000 people in countries with- 
in the security system, and they are an increas- 
ingly important stake in the struggle between 
Communism and freedom. 

The Fairless committee apparently could not 
grasp this point, which means that it could not 
grasp the central problem of foreign ald today. 
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Sooner the Better 

Now that the Senate Judiciary Committee has 
unanimously approved President Eisenhower's 
nomination of Supreme Court Justice William 
Joseph Brennan of New Jersey, it is to be hoped 
that Senate Majority Leader Johnson will call 
up the appointment for a prompt vote. 

Justicé Brennan has been sitting since last 
fall on a recess appointment and this is not de- 
sirable. A century and a half ago Chief Justice 
Rutledgé failed of confirmation after serving on 
a recess appdifitment and had no choice but 
to leave the bench. 

And inasmuch as Justice Reed's retirement 
leaves the high bench evenly divided, it is ur- 
gent that the Senate att as soon as is consistent 
with proper committee procedure on the ap- 
pointment of Judge Charles Evans Whittaker of 
Missouri. . 

It is unfair to a litigant to allow him to carry 
a case to the Supreme Court, and pay all the 
costs, only to have the Justices divide evenly 
and thus permit a lower court ruling to stand. 
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Baseball’s 1957 Champion 


Even though the baseball season is not yet out 
of its spring training phase, it seems that this 
year’s “most valuable player” award has been 
won hands-down by Stare Decisis. 

The Supreme Court, by a score of 6 to 3, 
has held professional football to be subject’ to 
the anti-trust laws—with Justice Clark admit- 
ting for the Court that that might seem “unreal- 
istic, inconsistent or illogical” since the Court 
had twice held professional baseball to be ex- 
empt from those laws. 

He hinted very broadly, however, that the so- 
called national pastime is exempt only because 
the learned judges thought S.D. a little too big 
for them to tackle. Congress, Mr. Justice Clark 
added, had the heft to bring him down. 

According to the law books, S.D. generally 
makes the Court follow earlier decisions. Since 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes had said in 1922 
that the interstate aspects of baseball were too 
insignificant to bring it under the anti-trust 
statutes, the Court in 1953 followed the 1922 
ruling. That was when George Toolson, a Yan- 
kee farm hand, attacked the reserve clause. 

But when professional football came before 
the Court in a similar case, old S.D. was not in 
moleskins. The best the football magnates could 
do was to point to Obiter Dictum, and the Court 
ran over him like Oklahoma taking a work-out 
‘against Notre Dame. All that O.D. could show 
was that the Court in 1955, in holding that box- 
ing was not exempt from the anti-trust laws, had 
said that it is an individual sport, not a team 
sport like baseball and football, and that there 
might be reasons for “restraint on players in 
football.” But the judges only said “might”; 
they made no ruling about football. O.D. just 
does not have the power of §.D. (Incidentally, 
the Court's football fans are three Ivy Leaguers 
named Frankfurter, Harlan and Brennan.) 

But with immunity denied to football and box- 
ing, the baseball lawyers are wondering how 
soon old S.D. may be put on the retired list. 
Congress has accepted the Court’s invitation to 
get into the game. Representative Emanuel 
Celler—from Brooklyn, of all places!—has in- 
troduced a bill which would bring baseball un- 
der the Sherman.Act. Representative Oren 
Harris of Arkansas wants baseball, football, bas- 
ketball and hockey exempted from the law. But 
for 1957 at least baseball's bi¢ hero is S.D.

New Look at Trade With China 


Wall Street Journal says’ problem needs careful review; sug: 
of gests our allies require some trade with Red China and corner- 
stone of our foreign policy is to strengthen our allies; problem 
is to prevent trade from building Communist, war. machine. 


From The Wall Street Journal 


There are renewed pressures from 
our allies—notably Britain, Japan and 
West Germany—for the United States 
to agree to some relaxation of the pres- 
ent restrictions on trade with Red 
China. And since in the months ahead 
these pressures will increase rather 
than decrease, it is plain that a major 
policy decision must be met. 

This is a decision difficult to divorce 
from emotions. China is ‘now in the 
hands of Communists. East-West trade 
will help the Communists. So the 
thought of trading with these Red Chi- 
nese is hard to deal with dispassion- 
ately. : 

Unfortunately it is not a dispassion- 
ate matter for our Allies either. And it 
is this fact which sooner or later will 
force us to re-examine our position. 


When we do, then it seems to this 
newspaper that we will have to ask 
ourselves two subsidiary questions. 

The first is: How much will we help 
the “enemy”? The second: What will 
our side gain by trading with China 
and what will it lose by not trading 
with her? 

That East-West trade will help the 
Chinese Communists is_ self-evident. 
Otherwise they would not trade. If 
the West’s part of the trade were war 
materials, then it would immensely im- 
prove their war capacity. If we trade 


general manufactured goods, that will 
also help their war capacity to some 
extent. 

But by the same token East-West 
trade will also help our Allies. Not 
only will Japan, for instance, find in 
China a market for its produce which 
it cannot now sell elsewhere, and hence 
strengthen its own economy; it will also 
get in return essential raw materials. 


The more pertinent question, how- 
ever, is what the long-run disadvan- 
tages may be if the United States in- 
sists that all trade be barred. 

The cornerstone of our foreign pol- 
icy since World War II has been to 
strengthen the economies of our allies. 
But what is the effect if we rebuild 
the productive capacity of, say, Japan, 
and then prevent them from having a 
market for their production and deny 
them access to the raw materials? 

If we do this, the only alternative is 
for the United States to keep on sub- 
sidizing the Japanese economy. 

We are not suggesting the West 
should instantly fling open the door to 
unrestricted trade with China. Guns 
and atom bombs are not we 
wish to put into their hands. e are 
suggesting that the problem of trade 
with our “enemies” is something that 
needs a new look and that it ought 
to be taken with hard, practical eyes. 


. Missouri Judges: Maryland View 


From The Baltimore Sun 


As Marylanders begin to consider the 
question of reforming the procedure 
by which judges are named, they will 
examine the Missouri plan. . This, 
adopted by constitutional amendment 
in 1940, controls the designation of 
judges in St. Louis and Kansas City, 
and in the appellate courts of the state. 
Use of the plan for rural circuits is 
optional. 


The Missouri plan was evolved by the 
Missouri Bar after a period of deteriora- 
tion in the older process of naming 
state judges. The Missouri courts had 
long. been manned by the political par- 
ties. Judges were often politiclans 
and judgeships were prime patronage 
plums. The result was a progressive 
decay in the quality of justice which 
finally moved the organized bar and 
public opinion in general to act. 


Obviously the Missouri . reformers 
were not exploring unknown ground. 
No public issue had been studied more 
or more prayerfully than that of the 
selection of judges. For various reasons, 
many American states had rejected the 
older (and federal) practice of an ap- 
pointive judiciary. But how to offer 
the voters some share in the selection 
of judges without political impairment 


of the courts had been a long puzzle. 
So much so that in the die. '30s 
the American Bar Association decided 
to set up a special committee of in- 

uiry. This committee brought in a 
three-point model plan in a report 
of 1937. 

First, sald the committee, a n- 
sible body should be created akan 
function would be to compile very brief 
lists of lawyers eligible to be judges. 

Second, the state Governor should 
— his choice from this restricted 


t. 

Third, the electorate, at the next suc- 
ce general election, should simply 
vote Yes or No on the question wheth- 
er the appointed judge should continue 
in office. 

The Missouri plan is a version of 
this pattern. Steadily attacked by the 
political machines, it has won victory 
after victory, each by a wider margin. 

Now it has become a model for the 
manning of state courts and leaders of 
the Missouri Bar are in demand all 
over the country to explain its work- 
ings. One of them, Mr. Jacob M. Lashly 
of St. Louis, outlined the Missouri plan 
at the October regional meeting cave 
~ 1 0 of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation.

Seamed Portrayal of Life 


NEVER THE SAME AGAIN, by Gerald 
Tesch. (Putnam, 318 pgs. $4.50.) 


A 23-year-old writer, whose schoo!- 
ing stop at the sixth grade, has 
written this seamed portrayal of life 
grinding to some hopeless fate. It is 
told in four-letter words which grate 
and obtrude. This technique may be 
fitting for a rawhided buck sergeant 
but # rubs raw in the thoughts and 
speech of a 13-year-old boy from a 
small Midwestern town. 


This may be true to life—but whether 
it’s typical is another question. If not, 
then it becomes a contrived naturalism, 
twisted to fit a preconceived procedure. 
As one familiar with small towns, with 
boys just entering their teens, and 
with the Kinsey report, this reviewer 
cannot accept this angle of attack. 


The story is simplicity itself, Johnny 
Parish, the boy of 13, comes from a 
broken home. His mother, a waitress, 
has little time or guidance for him. 
His father is out of

falls into the homo- 
sexual hands of 
Roy, a young fill- 
ing station oper- 
ator.

NE of the easiest ways to 
() eaueate A teen-aper for 
future family life to let 
him, or her, become recording 
secretary of the present family. 
Even at the time of marriage, 
the average young person has 
vague ideas about the business 
obligations of a home, Parents 
can provide the best possible 
training. Suppose you have a 
15-year-old boy who really does 
not appreciate all that is in- 
volved in managing the house- 
hold. In family council you can 
designate him to keep the rec- 
ords and have the facts avail- 
able at any time. He should 
know when taxes come due and 
what they amount to; when in- 
surance policies must be re- 
newed and how much money 
will be needed for the purpose; 
what instalment payments the 
family is carrying. At least once 
a month, he might well call the 
attention of the family council 
to the obligations that are com- 
ing up in the next few weeks.

MANY A YOUNGSTER of 
either sex, older or conaider- 
ably younger than 15, might 
well build up the family record 
of birthdays and anniversaries, 
to make sure that no one will 
be overlooked. Some of them 
would also be interested in col- 
lecting material for the family 
history, and thus laying the 
foundation for a genealogical 
report. Some knowledge of 
one’s own ancestors is one of 
the most legitimate foundations 
for self-respect and a reason-

She is western direc- 
tor of the women’s activities 
Cepertmont, AFL-CIO Com- 
mittee on Political Education.

THE ATTRACTIVE, dark- 
haired Oklahoman has one ma- 
jor goal in life—to make all the 
other women in the labor move- 
ment as vitally concerned with 
politics and party candidates as 
she is. 

“Our economie standard will 
be determined by our politi- 
cal activity,” she said, “And 
we are particularly anxious for 
the women, not only the union 
members themselves, but the 
wives and mothers and daugh- 
ters of union men, to get inter- 
ested in politics. That's because 
we feel that women have a 
great deal of influence on 
whether or not the men are po- 
litically aware and active. 

‘Laxity in voting starts in 
the home. If the wife is not 
particularly concerned about 
candidates or party issues, the 
husband may not bother to in- 
form himself or to go to the 
polls. 

“We don't want women to be 
voting a certain way just be- 
cause someone has told them 
to. We want them to study the 
issues, study the candidates— 
then vote the way they think is 
best. But we do think we have 
broken down thé old idea that 
women are conservative voters.

HROUGHOUT the year, but 

especially during the Lenten 

period, we make use of can- 
ned salmon and tuna. When 
these are dressed with savory 
Sauces or combined with them 
for a casserole dish, they are 
often better liked than fish in 
fillet or whole form. 

To bring out the flavor, we 
often turn te such things as 
pickles or green olives. These 
also’are an aid to texture, as is 
the chopped celery used in the 
salmon loaf recipe. Another 
good point about this loaf is 
that it can be mixed and placed 
in a loaf pan in the morning 
and baked just before dinner- 
time. A hot or cold sauce with 
a piquant flavor should be serv- 
ed with the loaf. ; 


A salmon souffle is another 
suggestion for a main dish. In 
both of these recipes, tuna may 
replace the salmon but will 
need a little additional season- 
ing, as it does not have as in- 
dividual a flavor as the salmon. 

In preparing sauces, the 
liquid drained from the solid 
fish is a flavorful addition. 
Catchup or chili sauce are in- 
teresting additions to a sauce 
of this type. The final test is 
your own taste. A good rule to 
follow is to try every dish you 
prepare before you serve it at 
the table. 


Salmon Leaf. 


Two i1-pound cans salmon, 
two cups soft. bread crumbs, %4 
cup epee sweet cucumber 
pickles, three eggs, slightly 
beaten, % cup chopped celery, 
one medium onion, chopped, % 
cup chopped parsley, one tea- 
spoon salt, %4 teaspoon : 
one cup sour cream, one table. 
spoon prepared horseradish. 

Drain salnion, reserving 
liquid and bone. Flake. Com- 
bine with crumbs, “4 cup 
pickles, eggs, celery, enion, 
parsley, salt and pepper, and 
mix well. Press into greased 
9 by 5 by 3 inch pan. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
one hour. Unmold. Combine 
sour cream, horseradish and re- 
maining chopped pickles and 
mix well. Serve over loaf. 
Garnish with additional pickles, 
if desired, Yield; Six to eight 
se gs. 

Special Sauce for Salmon Leaf. 

Two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, two _ tablespoons 
flour, 4% teaspoon salt, i. cup 
salmon liquor, % cup milk, two 
tablespoons catsup. 

Melt butter or margarine, 
stir in flour and salt, and when 
well blended, stir in salmon 
liquor and milk slowly, stirring 
constantly over low heat until 
mixture thickens and boils. Stir 
in catsup, heat and serve with 
salmon loaf.

NEW YORK, March 8 (AP). 

F THERE is anything the average American knows less 
| about than sex, it is probably gout, a less widespread but 

even more troublesome affliction. Gout partitions man- 
kind into two distinct groups—those who laugh at gout, and 
those who have had gout. 

A five-day siege in bed 
with my fourth attack of 
gout in 10 years has taught 
me who my true friends 
were. They were the visi-

MAYBE YOU think it's 
funny, too, for a man to 
blame his gout on the Suez Canal? Well, unbutton your 
ears and listen to a few facts you probably never knew 
about gout: 

Gout, like baldness, is a highly masculine affliction. 
Ninety-five per cent of its victims are men and, I hasten to 
add—what men! 

Gout gives you an overwhelming feeling of being mortal. 
The pain is roughly comparable to the sensation you might 
have if somehow a hibernating porcupine inside your foot 
suddenly awoke and tried to break out, pushing a thousand 
needles into your erying flesh. 

Gout is like wealth. Most of those who have it inherited 
it, and therefore deserve neither credit nor blame.

GOUT IS AS OLD as mankind, and didn’t follow the in- 
vention of port wine. Hippocrates diagnosed it in the 
twenty-fifth century B.C. (Before Cortisone.) 

Gout is a form of rheumatism or arthritis, and a 
mouse, a horse or an elephant can get it, as well as an 
English lord—or you. 

Gout specifically is an inflammation caused by an ex- 
cess deposit of uric acid in a joint, resulting from an inborn 
defect in the metabolism of purines and a deficiency in 
steroid hormones. (i'm not sure of my medical terminology 
here, but I think purines are breakfast foods that don’t 
crackle or pop, and a steroid hormone is a self-steering 
hormone, as contrasted to a spheroid hormone, which must 
be thrown like a baseball.) 

Gout is not, as the ignorant assume, confined to the 
big toe. It ean hit you in almost any joint, including the 
Stork Club. There are big-toe gout men, ball-of-the-foot 
gout men, or ankle gout men; I have a friend whé is a wrist 
gout man. Sometimes the gout will leap from joint to joint. 
I used to be a ball-of-the-foot gout man. At the moment

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GOUT ABOVE the neckline is unknown, so far as I can 
find.

The idea that gout results only from over-indulgence in 
feod or apirited beverages is a prejudice limited to those 
too brainless to realize that gout often is the penalty of high 
thinking (as in my own case, naturally) rather than high 
living. 

It ean also be precipitated by a surgical operation or 
injury, by undue physical or mental exertion, by a change 
im the weather, by certain drugs, or by an emotional shock 
—such as receiving unexpected praise from your wife, an 
wnlooked-for pay hike from your boss, or a summons to 
explain your 1953 income tax return. 
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NOW ABOUT my own gout attack, and why I hold the 
Suez Canal to blame. 

For weeks, purely in the public interest, I had been 
cudgeling my brains over the Suez Canal crisis, hoping to 
find a way to help Ben-Gurion and Nasser in their mutual 
efforts toward peace—and thus give John Foster Dulles a 
a breather between this crisis and the next one. 

Well, sir—unaccustomed as I am to public thinking— 
the mental strain, helped along by two days of rainy 
weather, caused my purines and steroid hormones to back 
up—and down I came with the gout. 

Don’t tell me it wasn’t the Suez Canal. I hold the Pan 
ama Canal to be absolutely blameless. But now that the 
clouds are clearing over the Suez crisis, my purines are 
floating like soap bubbles and my steroid hormones are 
again humming like larks in all my arterial highways. 

Gout, the curse of all us abstemious, high-thinking in- 
tellectuals, has fled my foot.

Duchess Cites Difficulties of Duke's Position, Tells of Their Country Home in France 


Twenty-fourth and final in- 
stallment condensed from the 
book, “The Heart Has Its Rea- 
sons,” the autobiography of the 
Duchess of Windsor.

ECAUSE the war in the Pa- 
Beitic was still going on, 

transportation from Nassau 
to Europe could not be arranged 
that summer. It was Septem- 
ber, 1945, before we were able 
to return to Paris. Except here 
and there on the outskirts, that 
most beautiful of cities had 
emerged unscathed from the 
ravages of war. We were for- 
tunate; our house on Boulevard 
Suchet was untouched. 

Under our lease we had an 
option to buy the house if the 
owner wished to sell; while in 
Nassau we had been advised 
that the owner now wanted to 
do so. Being uncertain of the 
conditions that might prevail 
in France after the end of hos- 
tilities, we were reluctant to 
buy it, and in consequence the 
house had passed into other 
hands, We had until April to 
move out our possessions, and 
then we went to the Ritz. 

Southern France was. still 
under the eontrol of the Unit- 
ed States Army; it was not 
until December that we ob- 
tained permission from the mili- 
tary authorities to return to 
La Croe. Here we had not been 
quite so lucky. The Italians, 
who had occupied the property, 
had respected the house to the 
extent of quartering their 
troops in the garage. 

Later, the Germans had put 
a radar on the roof and built 
several concrete pillboxes on 
the shote. When we arrived, 
a gang of German prisoners, 
under French supervision, were 
gingerly removing land mines 
from the property. 

Though David and ¥ were im- 
patient to reoccupy the house 
it was not until spring that we 
were able to do so. We spent a 
busy summer putting the house 
back in order. But the Cote 
d’Azur no longer seemed the 
same. 

The old familiar estates and 
villas seemed to be passing into 
unfamiliar hands; a new type 
of tourist was swarming in. 
Finally in 1949, at David's in- 
sistence, I reluctantly parted 
with La Croe; but even now,

Nassau, I had kept an eye 

out for a small place in the 
country within reasonable reach 
of Paris where we could spend 
the weekends. By happy chance, 
I found an old mill with a great 
deal of charm near the village 
of Gif-sur-Yvette, on the north- 
ern slope of the valley of the 
Chevreusse, only 45 minutes’ 
drive from Paris. It was called 
the Moulin de la Tuilerie. 

Part of the structure went 
back to the seventeenth een- 
tury. Closely grouped around 
the Moulin itself were a barn, a 
stable, and several small out- 
buildings: past them rush the 
swift waters of the Merantaise, 
which in earlier times turned 
the great wooden mill wheel and 
now fills the air with lovely, 
untiring sounds, 

When I showed the mill to 
David, he fell in love with it. 
While my mind was turning to 
the formidable problem of what 
would be involved in remodeling 
these ancient buildings, with 
their massive hand-hewn beams

While Davi@ always made 
light of the problem of read- 
justing himself, I realized bet- 
ter than he knew that it must 
have been hard at times. For he 
had been trained as few men 
have ever been for service to 
the State; now to find himself 
cut off in the high noon of life 
from all chance of using this 
knowledge and exercising his 
undoubted gifts must have left 
him with a haunting sense of 
waste. 

In the years immediately fol- 
lowing the war David made 
several trips to London. He led 
me to believe that these visits 
were motivated mainly by a de- 
sire to see his mother and his 
brother, to attend to business 
affairs, and to renew old friend- 
ships.

In a delicate way he was re- 
minding the Government and 
his brother of his availability 
and desire for further service.

Not only did this silent ban 
apply to service under his own 
Government; it extended to any 
form of public work in which 
the British Government might 
be concerned. Let it not be said 
that I was unaware of the ex- 
traordinary difficulties attach- 
ing to service by a former mon- 
arch in a lesser post; still, in 
view of David's generosity of 
spirit, this need not have been 
an insoluble problem. 

Of course, he received many 
offers to take positions in ecom- 
merce and industry; appealing 
as were these exciting fields 
and long as had been his in- 
terest in them, he nevertheless 
rejected them out of regard for 
his background. 

But for a gallant spirit there 
ean never be defeat. The clos- 
ing of one road-is only a chal- 
lenge to open another. David 
had too keen a sense of living, 
of the infinite variety and tex- 
ture of life, ever to find it sa- 
vorless. Through the years I 
have come to feel that this was 
always the hidden key to his 
character, the secret of that al- 
most boyish zest with which he 
welcomes each new situation. 


Thus in a way rare in my ob- 
servation of people he is always 
able to negotiate satisfactory 
terms with life. Yet, after all 
these years, there is something 
about him that still eludes me, 
an enigma of outlook that sets 
him apart; an aloofness of spirit 
that I can only explain as being 
the inner essence of royalty. 
Perhaps there is one further 
trait that enables him to trans- 
late his adjustment to life into 
happiness; the Hanoverian ro- 
manticism of his forebears for- 
tified by the courage of an 
island race. 

Although it was some time 
before we could bring ourselves 
to face the fact in its entirety,

But now that 
spring is just around the corner, 
you've probably come to the 
sudden realization that it will 
take a lot of doing to eliminate 
those extra pounds you've put 
on and don’t want. 

Pastries that melt in your 
mouth, rich sauces and double 
chocolate sundaes all sound 
mighty tempting. But, stop and 
think. They’re “really only in 
your mouth such a short time. 
Yet their telltale signs of over- 
eating remain with you for such 
a long time. It it worth it? 
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THE TRICK is to eat plain 
foods. You may have enough 
to satisfy a generous appetite. 
But the food must be prepared 
in the simplest way possible. 
The main idea is to eat well- 
balanced meals and eat them 
regularly. 

If you want to keep in shape, 
remember to: Avoid beverages 
with meals. Broil, boil, bake, 
or roast foods—don’'t fry them, 
Eat slowly. This enables you 
to savor each bite, and you'll 
get more enjoyment out of less 
food and will soon desire less. 
Cream, butter, and fat should 
be used only in cooking and in 
very limited quantities. Eating 
fats and oils give you more fat 
under the skin. When butter is 
served, be sure it is soft as it 
spreads more easily and goes 
further. 

Serve some raw foods every 
day, usually as salads, but allow 
no mayonnaise or rich 
ings. Use a slice of lemon (val- 
uable in Vitamin C) or chopped 
parsley (rich in in irom) instead.

Quite apart from other dif- 
ferences, women seem to me to 
be divided into two groups— 
those who reason and those who 
are forever casting about for 
reasons for their own lack of 
reason. While I might wish it to 
the contrary, the record of my 
life, now that I have for the 
first time attempted to see it 
whole, clearly places me with 
the second group. 

Women, by and large, I have 
concluded, were never meant for 
plans and planning. Men can 
and do plan their lives, and the 
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good ones manage one way or 
another to arrive at their chosen 
destinations, often to the ad- 
vantage of the rest of us. But it 
has been my observation that 
most women have a great deal 
of Micawber’s willingness to be- 
lieve that “something will turn 
up.” 

For most of us the best things 
are those that materialize seem- 
ingly out of nowhere, that sud- 
denly and miraculously charge 
a women’s existence with totally 
unexpected meaning and light 
up her landscape as a flash of 
lightning illuminates the way 
for the traveler moving through 
the darkness. 

Few women of my generation 
and background could have had 
a fairer crack than I at the 
storehouse of wisdom, worldly 
and otherwise. I was brought 
up among cultivated, charming, 
even witty people, went to good 
schools, and never lacked good 
company. I traveled and came 
to know not only my own coun- 
try from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, but also Europe and Asia. 
Everywhere I found myself in 
exciting company. 
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LL this was mine; but I was 
A a long time learning that 

wisdom and experience are 
things apart; that to taste life 
is not to be confused with un- 
derstanding what life is really 
all about. The shared experi- 
ences, the wisdom so freely 
proffered by others, in words 
and by example, rarely swayed 
me for long. Came another day 
and the import was gone, and 
only the echo of laughter re- 
mained. Experience was a re- 
volving sun in the warmth of 
which I was content to bask. 

But great as have been the 
achievements of women and 
wide as have become their hori- 
zons in my day, I still instinc- 
tively feel that Lord Byron was 
right when he wrote: 

Man's love is of man’s life a 
thing apart, 
*Tis woman’s whole existence. 

Any woman who has been 
loved as I have been loved, and 
who, too, has loved, has ex- 
perienced life in its fullness. 
To this I must add one qualifi- 
cation, one continuing regret. 
I have never known the joy of 
having children of my own. Per- 
haps no woman can say her life 
has been completely fulfilled 
unless she has had a part in the 
miraclé of creation. 

Of course, no life that has 
been zestfully and perhaps even 
recklessly lived can be said to 
be all of one piece. A woman's 
life can really be a succession 
of lives, each revolving around 
some emotionally compelling 
situation or challenge, and each 
marked off by some intense ex- 
perience. And of these I have 
had a woman's full share. 

All I can say is that, every- 
thing taken together, I have
